THE EDEN MILLS CREDITORS 
DEMAND SATISFACTION. 


They Claim That Campbell Caused the 
Failure — Meeting of Creditors—A 
List of the Unfortunates and the 
Amounts of their Claims. 


There was a meeting of the creditors of 
the Eden Mills Paper Company at the 
office of William A. Macy, receiver, in Ho- 
boken, N. J., on Monday, at which some 
very impertinent questions were asked and 
some very plain statements were made con- 
cerning Herbert P. Campbell, the alleged 
financial backer of the concern. 

Herbert P. Campbell held the majority 
of stock in the company. He is said to 
have subscribed for $25,000 worth of stock, 
for which he was to receive $25,000 worth 
of preferred stock, and $26,000 worth of 
common as a bonus. Mr. Campbell paid in 
$17,000 and then stopped. His failure to 
put up the rest of the money, the creditors 
say, precipitated the failure.

Inasmuch as the Tag- 
garts Company had threatened to prevent 
the Dexter Company from crossing its 
land, this action was started to restrain it 
from interfering and an injunction was ob- 
tained from Justice Vann, which was one 
of his last official acts as a Supreme Court 
justice. A motion to set aside the injunc- 
tion was denied, but the plaintiff was 
obliged* to. give a*bend for $25,000. The 
action was referred to Hon. Henry W. 
Bentley, of Boonville, who rendered a de- 
cision in favor of the plaintiff in August, 
1896. From this decision the appeal was 
taken. During the pendency of the action 
the Dexter Company has cleared the land 


of pulp wood, and it is immaterial whether 
or not it can legally pass over the land of 
the other company, but the bill of costs is 
worth litigating for.

It will interest inventors to know that 
the President has approved the Hicks bill 
for revising and perfecting the classifica- 
tion of patents, and the act is now on the 
statute books. The necessity for legisla- 
tion to relieve the congested condition of 
affairs which now exists in the Patent 
Office has been obvious to inventors for 
years past, but owing to the shortsighted- 
ness of various statesmen legislation to 
this end has always been defeated, on the 
ground that it would entail the expenditure 
of large sums of money. Assuming that 
the necessary changes would entail the 
expenditure of large appropriations, the 
fees paid by inventors, although not exor- 
bitantly high, more than cover the ex- 
penses of the Patent Office and certainly 
entitle inventors to reasonably speedy ser- 
vice. In the opinion of many officials the 
enactment of the Hicks bill into a law is 
one of the most important legislative acts 
of the present Congress. It is a step in the 
right direction and one that cannot fail to 
redound to the benefit of our manufactur- 
ers and inventors. 





A DEALER in Boston and another in New 
York write to THe JouRNAL congratulat- 
ing it on its work in connection with the 
case of Frank R. Walker, for which we 
return thanks. THe Journat has done a 
great deal of work in the case, simply and 
solely for the benefit of the trade at large. 
It has exposed the work that Walker did 
in connection with six companies, prede- 
cessors to the present concern, and, ac- 
cording to Walker’s own story, told the 
truth as to all these concerns. A mere ex- 
posure of his doings is not sufficient. There 
should be adequate punishment for the 
wrongs which have been inflicted, and if 
the trade really appreciates the work which 
has been done its members will now come 
forward and press complaints against him. 
Nor should he be the only one to suffer 
punishment. There are others who are fol- 
lowing in his footsteps and they, too, 
should be rounded up,as they probably will 
be. Both of the correspondents call atten- 
tion to the fact that if mills were content 
to sell to reputable and well-known dealers 
they would be less likely to be victimized. 
There is truth in that statement, and the 
force of it is probably now recognized by 
the manufacturers who have suffered.

Undelivered mail matter has been returned 
to sender whenever it was so expressly 
desired, but on and after July 1 all mail 
matter, except that of the first class, which 
cannot be delivered will not be returned 
to the sender until postage sufficient to 
cover return charges has been actually re- 
ceived by the postmaster holding the mail 
in question. When the mail is of obvious 
value the sender will be notified of non- 
delivery and will be given an opportunity 
to forward the postage. It will be well for 
those sending out valuable mail of the 


second, third and fourth class to heed 
these new provisions, as such a course will 
undoubtedly save much annoyance and the 
loss of mail matter. Another change

It would therefore attract big 
spikes and nails much easier than it can 
capture minute portions of metal, for the 
reason that there is not sufficient body in 
the bit of metal to be attracted.

impossible to judge of consumption from 
the jobbers’ standpoint of view. 

And so business with the jobbers may at 
times be dull while manufacturers are busy. 
Such is the condition of the paper trade 
this week. 

And yet the statement that paper manu- 
facturers are busy does not apply to the 
producers of all grades of paper, nor to all 
manufacturers of any particular line of pa-

Answer—A wheel of the same diameter 
| and using the same amount of water must 
|} run at the number of revolutions 
| above mentioned; there is, however, a 
method of increasing the revolution of a 
wheel, which is practiced by some makers, 
which, while not exactly dishonest, is cer- 
tainly misleading to the purchaser. It con- 
sists of cutting down the diameter of that 
part of the wheel, which receives the water. 
In fact, a 48-inch wheel may have its im- 
pact buckets cut down to 44 or even 42 
inches in diameter, without visibly affect- 
ing the power of the wheel. This I will 
describe fully in a future article, and give 
such explanations of the matter as will en-

A ten years’ fight for modern business 
methods in handling inventions in the Pat- 
ent Office culminated in the House of Rep- 
resentatives on June 6, whtn Representa- 
tive Hicks, chairman of the committee on 


patents, secured the passage of his bill for | 


evising and perfecting the classification 
of letters patent and printed publications 
in the Pateat Office. For the past ten 
years the work of the Patent Office has 
been steadily falling in arrears, and busi- 
ness men and inventors throughout the 


country have deluged the office with com- | 


plaints, but the officials were powerless to 
do anything, owing to the meagre appro- 
priations allowed by Congress.

The measure has 
already passed the Senate and will now 
be laid before the President for his 
proval, and it is expected that it will be- 
come a law within a few days.

Office. In the debate on the bill he stated 
its object was to facilitate in the Patent 


Office the determination of the novelty of | 


inventions. Several members attacke/ the 
bill, declaring that it would entail a heavy 
expenditure; that it was unnecessary and 
was pressed chiefly in the interest of pat- 
ent attorneys and that it was urged by a 
lobby. The contentions of the opposition 
were denied by many members, who in- 
sisted the Patent Office was not adminis- 
tered properly because adequate legislative 
provision had not been made. The busi- 
ness of the office had increased 33 per 
cent., while the working force had in- 
creased but 6 per cent., and this, too, when 
the office yielded $225,000 in excess of its 
expenses. 

The passage of the bill was desired by 
many manufacturers and inventors all over 
the country. At present many inventors 
are unable to have their inventions passed 
upon because the Patent Office is so far 
behind with the work of investigation. In

them passes before the inventor can sc- 
cure a patent.

Mr. Johnston assumes in a letter dated April 22, 1898, published on page 17 of your 
issue of May 12th, that in a letter previously published by me I have attempted to discredit 
his statement relative the Challenge grinder, which assumption is not true, but on the 
contrary I distinctly disclaimed questioning the truth of the statement and only complained 
that it was not shown that between the time when Bort & Johnston owned the Chateaugay 
Pulp Mill and I operated it, and the time Mr. Johnston names, the working head of water 
on the water wheel had been increased some nine feet, thus increasing the power 33 per 


cent., and when this fact is not stated the whole article is misleading.

Mr. Johnston seems to wish to convey the impression that he is in a position to disprove 
my statement concerning the shipments of pulp by Bort & Johnston when paying me for 
the mill machinery, which statement made by me was obtained from the freight bills and 


invoices as made by Bort & Johnston, which can be seen at any time. 


While I know nothing about the daily mill reports of the Chateaugay Mill at the times 
referred to by Mr. Johnston, yet I can quote his lately published statement in which he says 
the average daily production of two New England Grinders was “about 8 to 10 tons dry 
pulp in twenty-four hours” and “with two Challenge grinders we are producing about 13

Tariff Decisions. 





The Board of Classification of the United 
States General Appraisers has handed down 
a decision on the protest of F. B. Vande- 
grift & Co. and others against the collec- 
tor at New York and of the Photo Mate- 
rials Company and others against the col- 
lector at Rochester on importations of 
plain paper of fine texture, one surface of 
which has a high polish or glossy appear- 
ance and mauve or pink tint. It comes 
chiefly from Steinbach & Co., of Malmedy, 
Germany, manufacturers of “photographic 
plain paper and albumen papers,” and from 
the Colored Paper and Glue Manufacturing 
Company, of Aschaffenburg, Germany, the 
invoice price being from 1.90 marks to 2.80 
marks per kilo, which is equal to about 18 
cents and upward per pound United States 
currency. The merchandise was assessed 
for duty at 30 per cent. ad valorem, under 
the provision in paragraph 398, Act of July 
24, 1897, for “albumenized or sensitized pa- 
per or paper otherwise surface-coated for 
photographic purposes,” and was claimed 
to be dutiable at 2% cents per pound and 
15 per cent. ad valorem under the provision 
in the same paragraph for ‘ 
papers not specially provided for in this 
act.” At the hearing the importers did not 
deny that the merchandise was imported 
for photographic use or that it is baryta- 
coated, but their contention was to the ef- 
fect that it has to undergo a process of sen- 
sitizing before it is in condition for imme- 
diate use by the photographer, and there- 
fore is not a paper “coated for photo- 
graphic purposes.” The board found that 
the merchandise in question is a superior 
quality of surface-coated paper, expressly 
designed and suitable for photographic pur- 
poses, and that it was known in commerce 
as surface-coated paper for photographic 
purposes on July 24, 1897, and for a long 
time priot to then. The protests were over- 
ruled, and the assessment of duty affirmed 
in each case. 

The board handed down a decision on the 
protest of C. B. Richard & Co. against the 
collector at New York, on an invoice of 
candy boxes made of paper. One is in the 
form and color of a fish, the second is in 
imitation of a loaf of bread, and the third 
represents an apple. They were assessed 
for duty at 45 per cent. as fancy boxes, un- 
der paragraph 405, Act of July, 1897, and 
were claimed to be dutiable at 35 per cent., 
either under paragraph 407 or 450. The 
board held that the goods are fancy boxes 
made of paper, and overruled the protest. 


Hug & Boscowitz protested against the 
collector at New York on an importation 
of nests of pill boxes, some round and 
some square, made of cardboard, covered 
with surface-coated paper except on the 
top, which is left rough for labeling. They 
were assessed for duty at 45 per cent. un- 
der paragraph 405, Act of July, 1897, and 
were claimed to be dutiable at 35 per cent. 
under paragraph 407. The claim that they 
were dutiable as manufactures of paper at 
35 per cent. under paragraph 407 was sus- 
tained.

The Post Office Department at Washing- 
ton has notified Postmaster Van Cott that 
on and after July 1 next private cards bear- 
ing written or printed messages may be 
sent through the mails at a postage rate of 
I cent apiece, payable by a stamp affixed 
by the sender.

“This side is exclusively for the address” 
should be printed. The address may in- 
clude the occupation or business of the per- 
son to whom the card is sent, and adver- 
tisements, illustrations or other printed 
matter in black or in other colors may be 
printed or written upon the message side. 
The letter rate of postage, 2 cents, will be 
required upon private mailing cards to be 
sent to foreign countries.

CIIICAGO, Ill, June 22, 1898. 

The inclination to do as much business 
as was done a month ago still exists, but 
the opportunity is gone. In other words, 
there has been considerable falling off in 
the paper trade this month. This, how- 
ever, is not surprising, considering that 
we are approaching the dullest part of 
the year. Business thas kept up remark- 
ably well thus far, and even now it is 
much better than it was last year at this 
time. The houses which are willing to 
admit that business is really dull in the 
strict acceptation of the term are few and 
far between. They would rather have it 
characterized as a “‘little quiet.” 

The let-wp in sales is more applicable 
to the city than the outside country. So 
far as the latter is concérned there is 
scarcely any change, according to the re- 
ports furnished by the leading houses. 
Orders from the country are coming in 
about as usual. This may be due to the 
fact that they have been buying in small 
lots—just enough to run them from 
month to month. Their condition is not 
sufficiently changed as yet to warrant 
them to do otherwise. 

The Western mills are not complain- 
img of a rush of orders. In fact a major- 
ity of them are mot at a loss for time to 
clean up and otherwise get themselves in 
shape for the orders that are to come. 
Some of the book paper manufacturers are 
talking of taking a vacation for a month 
or more. Something of this kind will have 
to be done or else prices will be very likely 
to drop, and this is what they don’t want. 
Manufacturers have had a trying time to 
bring them where they are now, and do not 
want to put themselves in a position to 
have all their labor go for naught. To en- 
cotirage a continuance of the present ad- 
vance has been the object of the frequent 
meetings of the Western Manufacturers’ 
Association. Thus far the meetings have 
been productive of much good, but how 
long they will continue to exert a concert- 
ed action remains to be seen. Suspicion al- 
ready exists among certain members of the 
paper trade in this city that a little under- 
bidding for orders has been resorted to to 
keep the mills running during the dull 
spell. Whether there is any particular foun- 
dation for this charge I am unable to say, 
inasmuch as no names have been men- 
tioned. 

As the association will hold another 
meeting iti this city next Tuesday, June 28, 
the question of prices will undoubtedly re- 
ceive careful consideration. 

News paper is somewhat weaker than it 
was a month ago. The mills are not rushed 
with orders, neither are they demanding 
higher prices on orders for future delivery. 
In fact, I am told that the mill price has 
declined from 10 to 15 cents on the hun- 
dred. Dealers continue to sell at the same 
figures, the prevailing price being all the 
way from 2.50 to 2.75 cents.

Butter dishes, since they have come un- 


der the contro] of the American Mercan- 
tile Company, of Dayton, Ohio, have ad- 
vanced nearly 300 per cent.
